Mr, Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Annual  Report  for  1957*  Full  particulars  are 
given  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  The  main  items  are  summarised 
as  follows

Total  population  shows  a slight  rise  over  the 
preceding  year,  which  is  a welcome  trend. 

The  General  Birth  rate  decreased  over  the  preceding 
year,  but  it  still  compares  favourably  with  the  County 
and  National  Rate, 

There  was  was  one  still  birth  and  two  illegitimate 
births,  same  as  for  1956, 

The  General  Death  Rate  remained  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  is  lower  than  both  the  County  and 
National  Rates, 

There  was  only  one  Violent  death  (accident)  and  one 
Infant  Death, 

The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  was  rather  high  in 
proportion  to  total  deaths,  giving  a Cancer  Death 
rate  somewhat  higher  than  the  National  Rate, 

There  was  a small  incident  of  infectious  Diseases 
during  the  year,  and  the  majority  of  cases  notified 
were  whooping-cough. 

None  of  the  serious  or  un-common  infectious  diseases 
were  notified. 


There  v;ere  three  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified,  compared  with  two  cases  for  the  preceding 
year.  No  deaths,  however,  were  registered  as  due  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

Enviromental  Housing  still  remains  somwwhat  of  a problem  in  the 
Hygiene  and  District,  There  are  many  families  living  in 

Sanitation.  substandard  houses.  There  are  many  premises  falling 

within  the  category  of  slum- clearance. 

Water  & Milk  supplies  continue  to  be  satisfactory, 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  standard  of  Food 
Hygiene  is  reasonably  high.  There  are  no  major 
problems  of  hygiene  in  the  District, 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  and  the  Officers,  for  their  continued 
courtesy  and  co-operation.

Tipping  on  a wide  face,  No  cover.  Space  at  present  rate 
of  tipping  for  about  ten  years. 

Sewage  Disposal,. 

Approximately  99/&  of  premises  are  connected  to  the  foul  water 
sewer.  The  effluent  being  discharged  into  the  sewage 
disposal  works  which  is  situated  on  the  Western  end  of  the 
Promenade.  The  method  of  disposalis  by  separation  of 
solids  from  liquids.  Solids  are  pumped  into  the  sludge 
beds  where  it  is  left  to  dry.  On  drying,  sludge  is  offered 
for  sale.  The  liquid  is  drained  into  the  Haven. 

Of  the  town  only  two  areas  are  unsewered  and  they  are 
Mastle  Bridge  and  Cemetery  Road,  The  cost  of  sewering  these 
areas  is  such  that  no  scheme  can  be  contemplated  in  the  next 
few  years.
